Soviets ease blockade on Lithuania

MOSCOW — The Kremlin agreed Wednesday to 
ease the 2-month-old economic embargo on Lithua- 
nia that Moscow had hoped would force the Baltic 
republic to drop its declaration of independence, the 
Lithuanian Parliament said. 

Lithuanian Prime Minister Kazimiera Prun- 
skiene met with Kremlin officials Wednesday and 
was told the Soviet government would restore 15 
percent of the republic’s natural gas needs, Rita 
Dapkus, a parliamentary spokeswoman, said. 

The gas shipments, promised by Soviet Prime 
Minister Nikolai Ryzhkov, would allow a Lithua- 
nian fertilizer plant to reopen and would bring 
Lithuania back to 30 percent of its regular supplies, 
Dapkus said. 

Ryzhkoev made no promises on restoring. other 
supplies, she said. 

The Soviet Union cut off the republic’s entire oil 
supply, most of its natural gas and some raw mate- 
rials on April 18, to pressure the republic into re- 
scinding pro-independence laws. 

The embargo put 26,000 people out of work. 

Tass quoted Prunskiene as saying, after meeting 


But Dapkus said the Kremlin offered to end the 
embargo only if Lithuania agrees to stop imple- 
menting its March 11 declaration of independence 
for the duration of negotiations with the Soviet 
Union on the issue. 

Lithuania has said it was willing to negotiate on 
rolling back its independence laws but steadfastly 
had refused to revoke its declaration of secession. 

The Soviet news agency Tass quoted Ryzhkov as 
describing Wednesday’s encounter with Prun- 
skiene as “the beginning of a concrete dialogue on 
the question of future negotiations.” 

The reported breakthrough in the impasse be- 
tween Lithuania and Moscow was hailed Wednes- 
day by the White House. 

“We welcome this annowneement,” said a 
spokesman for President Bush, Marlin Fitzwater.

Amendment 
for Old Glory 
passes hurdle 


WASHINGTON — A proposed 
constitutional amendment against 
burning the American flag sailed over 
its first congressional hurdle Wednes- 
day, two days after the Supreme 
Court threw out the federal flag-pro- 
tection law. 

Rep. Robert W. Kastenmeier, D- 
Wis., complained, “It’s unseemly that 
we're rushing to judgment” as the 
proposed amendment whisked 
though the House Constitutional and 
Civil Rights Subcommittee. 

Supporters of the amendment 
called the flag a symbol of “all that 
America stands for” and deserving of 
special protection, while critics said 
that the plan would “mutilate the Bill 
of Rights” and the entire issue 
smacked of election-year politics. 

Wednesday’s subcommittee ses- 
sion re-launched, in a fiery burst of 
congressional rhetoric, the proposed 
amendment that was set aside last 
year as Congress passed the statute 
overturned by the Supreme Court on 
Monday. 

The House panel voted 5-3 to send 
the measure to the full Judiciary 
Committee with an “adverse” recom- 
mendation — a symbolic dark cloud 
that will have no effect on its chances 
of eventually being adopted. 

The three Republicans on the sub- 
committee, all of whom favor the 
amendment, voted no on the roll call 
because they wanted a “favorable” 
recommendation. 

“You don’t see that very often,” 
said panel chairman Don Edwards, 
' D-Calif., an outspoken critic of the 
plan. 

President Bush passed up a chance 
to restate the vigorous support of an 
amendment that he voiced on Monday 
— after the court ruling — and again 
on Tuesday. But his wife Barbara en- 
dorsed his views on the subject, say- 
ing “You’re darn right, I’m always 
with the president.” 

Bush himself addressed a number 
of topics with a group of reporters but 
didn’t bring up the flag. 

The amendment would allow the 
federal government and the states to 
pass laws outlawing burning or other 
mutilation of the flag. 

The Supreme Court threw out last 
year’s statute barring flag mutilation, 
saying it violated the right to free 
speech.

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Mandela says sanctions are still needed 


STRASBOURG, France — Nelson Mandela’s call for continued sanctions 
on South Africa drew applause Wednesday from members of the European 
Parliament, who had decorated their desks with the black, green and yellow 
flag of Mandela’s African National Congress. 

The black nationalist leader, on a tour of Europe and North America, said 
“profound and irreversible changes” had not yet occurred in South Africa 
despite recent moves toward reform. He said even a partial lifting of sanctions 
would be disastrous. 

“We ... commend this parliament for the role it has played in the struggle to 
isolate apartheid South Africa,” Mandela said. 

Mandela also told reporters the African National Congress needs “money in 
buckets” to continue its bid to end apartheid. 

Mandela, who was freed in February after 27 years in prison, begins his 
U.S. visit next week. He was convicted of sabotage and plotting to overthrow 
the white-led government. 

The issue of continuing sanctions will be discussed next week by the foreign 
ministers of the European Community. In 1986, the EC banned imports of 
iron, steel and gold coins from South Africa. They also banned new invest- 
ments in South Africa, but did not halt imports of South African coal. 

Since Mandela’s release from prison, Britain had unilaterally lifted the EC 
ban on new investment. 


Ending food tax may cut Olympic funds 


SALT LAKE CITY — Removing the state sales tax on food could mean the 
loss of up to $7 million from a fund to build Olympic sports facilities, the 
director of the state Division of Finance says. 

Gordon Crabtree told the Utah Sports Authority that if voters pass a food 
tax removal initiative in November, an estimated $500,000 to $600,000 in 
projected revenue to build Olympic facilities would be lost each year. 

Last November, voters approved referendum calling for a $56 million state 
appropriation to build a practice ice rink, a speed-skating oval, a biathlon 
track, and a winter sports park with ski jumps and a bobsled and luge run. The 
facilities would be funded by a fraction of 1 percent of the sales tax over 10 
years. 

Eliminating the sales tax on food “could have a significant impact on future 
operation and maintenance,” Crabtree said Tuesday. “This could create a 
problem with the commitment made with the United States Olympic Commit- 
tee.” 


Murder-suicide discovered in Murray 


MURRAY — Murray Police have identified the man who apparently killed 
himself after shooting his girlfriend as 42-year-old Glenn Tewell. 

Tewell was found in the bedroom of his apartment Wednesday morning 
after police stormed an apartment following a nightlong standoff. 

He apparently had shot himself in the head with a .38-caliber handgun, said 
Lt. Dee Rowland. 

He is suspected in the slaying of 38-year-old April Holder, who was found 
shot to death in the driveway of her nearby home late Tuesday night. 

Rowland said the woman’s three children were inside the home when the 
shooting occurred. 

Rowland said police had no record of officers having responded to either of 
the addresses before Tuesday. 

The lieutenant said the shooting apparently occurred after Holder broke off 
her relationship with Tewell. 

Rowland said police found Holder’s body lying in the driveway of her home 
about 11:45 p.m. Tuesday. She had been shot several times in the head, he 
said. 


Soviets speed to reform failing economy 


MOSCOW — The SovietLegislature voted to further speed the nation 
toward a market economy Wednesday, but a government official told lawmak- 
ers that threefold increase in bread prices would be delayed. 

Panic-buying has emptied many store shelves since late last month, when 
the Communist government proposed to cut many price subsidies by January. 

Prices on bread, the main staple of the Soviet diet, also will be raised 
eventually, but “of course, not by July 1,” said Yuri Maslyukov, chairman of 
the government agency that runs the centralized economy. The Supreme 
Soviet, ordering the fine-tuning of a plan that drew widespread criticism as 
being too vague and tentative, instructed the Council of Ministers to have 
drafts of all the laws needed for the switch from a planned to a market economy 
by October. 

Wednesday’s resolution set an October deadline for Gorbachev's adminis- 
tration to hammer. out concrete reforms, including bills to exeate a stock 
market, commercial banks, credit and a federal reserve bank,

West German authorities hailed the joint effort that led to the arrest of 
46-year-old Inge Viett, and East Germany’s interior minister called it an 
example of “success in German-German cooperation” following decades of 
enmity. 

The government-run East German news agency ADN said Ms. Viett, 
wanted in several attacks, was captured Tuesday night in the East German 
city of Magdeburg. 

The West German federal police worked with their counterparts in East 
Germany to capture Ms. Viett unarmed in her apartment. 

Ms. Viett’s capture and the June 6 apprehension of another suspect, Sus- 
sanne Albrecht, represent some of the biggest successes against West German 
terrorists in years.

Student builds floating floor

Extracts from various Panamanian 
tropical plants have proven effective 
in killing disease-causing viruses, 
said the head of BYU’s Cancer Re- 
search Center. 

“When we test the extracts from 
these leaves and plants, we find that 
it kills the virus by 99 percent,” Byron 
K. Murray said. 

Killing the virus by 99 percent 
means that if there were one million 
units of virus the extract would cut it 
down to 10,000 units, Murray said. 

Extracts from seven different spe- 
cies of tropical plants were tested 
against representative samples of 
five major disease-causing viruses.;. 

These samples included herpes 
simplex types I and II, polio, pesa 
influenza type III, vesicular stomati- 
tis and vaccinia virus, said James 
North, a BYU microbiology professor 
and co-researcher with Murray. |. 

The extracts have not- been tested 
against the AIDS virus, however.

| Tropical plant extracts found 
effective against viruses 


The plants were gathered in 
Panama by Rex G. Cates of BYU’s 
Botany and Range Science Depart- 
ment. 

Cates said he was able to get the 
plants through a grant from the Na- 
tional Science Foundation. Cates 
chose the plants based on various eco- 
logical questions. “All plants have 
some form of defensive mechanism, 
some might be better than others,” 
Cates said. 

The next step, Murray said, is to 
get the extracts from the plants. This 
is done by Steve Wood and Bronwyn 
Hughes at Murdock Health Care in 
Springville. 

The extracts are then tested 
against the viruses. North said the 
extracts have. been effective against 
all of the viruses tested so far. 

“Before it can be tested on humans, 
the extracts will. have to be tested on 
animals with viral infections,” North 
said. The ultimate goal is to identify 
the virus-killing compound in the ex- 
tract, so it could be synthesized for 
medicinal use. ° 2 


Y students to launch 


project on

BYU’s first space project is on 
schedule to be launched on NASA’s 
shuttle flight in the summer of 1991, 
said project faculty adviser. 

“Tt was the students that proposed 
the project and then drafted the fac- 
ulty to help,” said David Allred, asso- 
ciate professor in the BYU Physics 
and Astronomy Department. 

The Goldhelox project is a student- 
run experiment to put a soft X-ray 
telescope on a space shuttle flight as 
part of NASA’s “Get 
Away Special’ program, Allred 
said. 

Data from the Goldhelox project 
will give a greater understanding of 
solar activities and will be useful in 
predicting the sun’s effects on the 
earth’s weather. 

“We hope to learn the origin of solar 
winds,” said Mark Larson, project 
cabinet member. “Solar winds are 
known to effect the Earth’s weather, 
but nobody knows their origin.”

“We will take soft X-ray moving 
pictures of the sun. That’s something 
that has never been done,” Larson 
said. 

The pictures must be taken from 
space because “the atmosphere filters 
X-rays making it impossible to take 
the pictures from earth,” said David 
Madsen, one of the three originators 
of the project. 

This project is different from other 
space research because of it’s cost. 

“We may revolutionize the way 
space research is done because we can 
afford to fail,” Larson said. 

“The project will cost only about 
$50,000 compared to the millions usu- 
pee spent on space research,” Larson 
said. 

“The project is made up of about 40 
students and five faculty advisers,” 
said Larson. The students are all un- 
dergraduates majoring in fields from 
physics and engineering to business 
and public relations. 

Anyone who is willing to volunteer 
may participate in the project, Lar- 
son said.

Barry has pleaded innocent to 10 
misdemeanor cocaine possession 
charges, one misdemeanor cocaine 
conspiracy charge, and three felony 
counts of lying to a grand jury about 
his alleged drug use. As jury selection } 
crawled along, U.S. District Judge 
Thomas Penfield Jackson said he 
hoped to seat a jury on Monday.
